The Year's Work. 


The business of the Blble 
Soclety was then commenced, and 
proceedingzs. opened with a hymn 
and prayer by the Revd, J. Kirk 
Maconachte after which Dr. T. W. 
Pearce, the Hon, Secretary of the 
Hongkony Auxiliary presented the 
Annual Report, which, he said 
was very antisfuetory. He refer- 
red to that section of the report 
which dealt with the sale of the 
Scriptures at the Hongkong Depot 
as showing that the Society was 
doing something ax missionaries. 

The report said: 


During the twelve months’ 
verlod there were sold at the De- 
pot, in Lower Wyndham Street, 
6,238 copies of the Scriptures, 
comprising Bibles, New Teata- 
iments and single books of the 
Bible. The sum of $2,598.20 was 
received from sales, Analysis of 
the record kept by the Manageress 
shows that 588 Libles, 1651 New 
Testaments and 105 Portions, or 
single books, In English, were 
thus distributed, Sales of publica- 
tions in English realised $792.48. 
In addition 181 New Testaments 
and portions in English and Can- 
tonese were disposed of to pur- 
chasers, 

For Chinese Scriptures in Can- 
lonese,  Wenli, Mandarin and 
Hakka there was a steady demand, 
5187 copies were supplied and 
$1,165.95 were reeeived from pur- 
chasers, Chinese Scriptures in 
Romanized spelling do not find a 
rendy sale, only 19 copies: were 
asked for during the year,

LOCAL TRANSPORT, 


—— 


When tho avorago rosidont of 
this Colony considors the quos- 
ion of local transport problams 
itcan only bo in a very gonoral 
sonso, But vido by sido with tho 
dovolopmont of this placo must 
como increased, and improved, 
services for tho public to got 
about to difforont parts of both 
tho island and the mainland, This 
has not boon lost sight of by thoso 
who have--from timo to timo— 
boon chargod with tho solving of 
our housing problem. For tho 
peoplo to tako ‘advantago of tho: 
opportunitios which aro being 
provided to live out in tho moro 
romoto suburbs, thoy must bo 
assured of officiont and resgon- 
ably cheap transport. In doaling 
with such a quostion ono hag to 
onvisage only tho hoavior traffic 
sorvicos — tramways, railways, 
taxi-cabs, ond motor-busos—and 
intimately connoctod thorowith 
is tho mattor of Propor roadways, 


The timo sooms opportuno to 
turn to o brief considoration of 
our present transport sorvicos and 
those promised in the noar future, 
Ona Hongkong island, in parallel 
with the dovolopmont of dwolling 
sites on tho south sido and to tho 
wast, havo como omnibusos, hiro 
motor-cars, and taxis. Roads 
aro boing built in sovoral now 
direotions, and old Toutoa oro 
boing widoned to onablo thom 
moro adequately to: oarry the 
rapidly-growing vehicular traffic 
of our fies, Wo have a fine 
tories of highways, ovon if tho 


terrain has preoludod auffiofont 
width or more comfortablo 
ourvos, It ia the asmo on .tho 
Mainiand; though in this caso 
tho roads aro moro amonablo to 
widening, which is necassary 
though oxpansive. Tho timo fs 
obviously coming whon a grontly 
incronsod traffic sorvico for 
carrying tho working public to 
and from thoir daily task, will 
bo a foaturo of our rosdways snd 
tracks.. Tho- old’ controvoray of 
trains versus busos appears not 
to havo quite diod down, but tho 
lattor soom to havo found most 
favour. Porhaps tho calling of 
tendors for an omnibus sorvico 
monopoly in tho peninsula 
furoshadows a final solution’ of 
the mainland's chiof traffic 
quostion, 

But all those mattors involve 
changes—in fact, to sum up, it 
is oll change, yoar in and yoaor 
out. So long as wo can sincoroly 
call it a change for tho bettor, 
as is now tho caso, wo cannot 
criticiso tho tendoncy for oxpori- 
monts which can occasionally bo 
discorned, nor tho sooming 
tardinoss to tackle moasiros for 
reform which to the uninitiated 
appoor oasy of accomplishmont. 
With tho springing up of dwoll- 
ing orons in tho outlying torrl- 
tories, tho railway sorvico also 
somos moro into roquost, and in 
a fow yoars' timo wo shail pro- 
bably soo now schodulus intro- 
duced to cator, for this growing 
noad. 

Whilo on tho subject of traflie 
sorvices and changos, and ruail- 
way facilitios, wa might sparoa 
fow linos for ao proliminary 
obituary notico on the quaint, 
usoful, but out-of-dato Sha-tau- 
kok branch lino. Thoro is talk 
of doing away with it, and a 
rocont trip disclosed tho tracing 
for o roadway which will obviate 
tho curvos (and jolts) of this 
miniaturo train, with its fow, 
dirty, ond .somewhat docayed 
Carriages. Yot it is always full, 
for it sorves, a big poasant 
community dwolling noar, or 
even ovor the Anglo-Chinoso 
border. Howevor, its doom is 
soalod, In its passing wo seo an 
instanco of the. chango which 
local transport is undergoing; 
and though wo aro old-fashioned 
enough to shod a figurativo toor

PRESIDENT’S INAUGURAL
